Xn tills connection, what is 1:1 t, tie 
understood is that lor the year before he vfas assassinated, JFK’s international 
policies had changed and were changing further, lie indicated ciiefe he wanted so go 
in a speech at American u niveristy about 6/63. His "we breathe the same air" speech 
with regard to the USSR, a peace speech. Just before the assassination he ordered 
the staged liquidation of our involvement in Viet Ham.
